‘She was received on 
landing! by Col. Wilhraliam, C.B., Inspector-Gen- 
eral Dr; Anderson, Major Rawlings, Major Ra- 
venhill; R: E., the Pfoféssors of the Army Medi- 
cal Sclicol, the Rev. Mr. Crozier, Staff-Surgeons 
Morchead, Nicho!aog-apd Smith ; and, in fact, 
all thé hospital Staff{ | Her Majesty. expressed a 
wish [to visit first? the foundation stone. © She 
stayed here a few minutes, but it was evidently 
a painful reminiscente./ She bore it, however, 
firmly, and then. enteted the hospital. It was 
intended to take her only into three or four of 
the wards to show her ‘the arrangements ; but 


she stated she desired td go into all the wards.

‘The ‘suit between Dr. Crain and Osborne,

Like a mighty machine all works in the most per- 
fect harmony and sympathy. There is the towns 
ship, village and town Council, confining their leg- 
islation to their own locality ; and then there is 
the County Council composed of a Warden “@nd 
one member from each local Couneil called the 
Reeve. In it the more general affairs of the 
county are transacted. Thes every township 
has its local Parliament composed of men from 


the noticeof men who know all about it, and the 
whole thing is done long before it could have ob- 
tained.a hearing in Parliament, and thus much 
cirenmlocution and expense are saved, as well as 
bungling’ and waste of money avoided.
